(The Presidential Address, delivered at the Annual Assembly of 
the Baptist Union of South Africa, October, 1956.) 


“T am debtor both to the Greeks, and to the Barbarians; 
both to the wise, and to the unwise. So, as much as in me 
is, 1am ready to preach the gospel to you that are at Rome 
also. For I am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it 1s 
the power of God unto salvation to everyone that believeth; 
to the Jew first, and also to the Greek.” —Rom. 1:14-16. 


All denominational family gath- 
erings have their own special at- 
tractions. In the atmosphere of 
glad fellowship many of us will 
find new friends and enlarge our 
spiritual horizons. 


But we would be wise also to 
recognize the subtle dangers in- 
herent in the happy setting. When 
reviewing our work, on occasions 
we shall be impressed by ad- 
vances in numbers, membership, 
churches, and finance. We shall 
sometimes be tempted to believe 
that these things represent evan- 
gelical progress. It will be a, salu- 
tary thing, therefore, to remem- 
ber that in essence our witness is 
far more than the visible and 
external, things of a church's 
growth. 


The line between gratitude to 
God, on the one hand, and self- 
congratulation, on ‘the other, is 
sometimes finely drawn. Thank- 
fulness all too easily becomes com- 
placency. We see that tendency 
in Christian work everywhere. 

If God has used our witness in 
this country—and we. believe He 
has—that is no secure pledge that 
He will continue to do so, except 
in so far as we fulfill His condi- 
tions and strive to discover His 
will for our time. 

The chosen motto for these days 
of our meetings is, ‘We Are Deb- 
tors.” A debtor is responsible for 
the discharge of a particular obli- 


| gation. It is assumed that he has 


acknowledged his indebtedness. 
Hence Paul says, “I am debtor 
,’and follows it with, “I am 
ready ‘to preach the gospel.” His 
commission assumes his’ utmost 
willingness to undertake it. There 
we have Evangelical Responsibil- 
ity, which is my present theme. 
First, then, let me ask, | 


I, What Is Our Evangelical 
Heritage? 

These are days when people are 
used to “potted thinking”—having 
current topics before them in 
‘Digest’ form for easy assimilation. 
We are not accustomed to serious 
theological discussion or over-in- 
terested in matters of historical in- 
terest to Christians. During a con- 
ference address a. year or two ago 
I overheard one listener mutter 
impatiently, “History, history. . . 
What’s the good of all this his- 
tory?” or words to that effect. I 
know that many = a_e schoolboy 
would applaud that protest. I be- 
lieve it was Henry Ford who made 
the celebrated assertion that ‘“His- 
tory is bunk’! In spite of that 
we are safer in ignoring that opin- 
ion. 

To underestimate the power 
of the past in the common error 
of adolescence. There are still too 
many people—and they are Chris- 
tian people too—who feel that our 
atomic age, our chromium-plated 
civilization, is so superior that it 
can safely dispense with the past. 
Too large a proportion of Chris- 
tian people are poorly informed of 
their evangelical heritage. To them‘ 
evangelicalism is synonymous with 
a certain way of conducting a Sun- 
day evening service, no more-and 
no less. For these reasons one does 
not need to be apologetic about 
trying to define the evangelical’s 
distinctive position; for it is dis- 
tinctive, be sure of that. , 

The word itself means ‘pertain- 
ing to the gospel.’ It is not a new 
word. It is biblical, and need not 
occasion us a single blush. True, 
it has been abused, and falsely 
claimed by some, but in itself it

I remember when Mr. Sankey 


and I came back to this country in 
1875, I got a letter from a lady 
stating that she had read about 
our work in Europe and was great- 
ly encouraged, and thought we 
were going to be used in this coun- 
try. But she had read one of my 
sermons on the atonement and 
had given up hope. She - said, 
“Where did Jesus Christ ever 
teach men they were saved by His 
death and suffering? Never, never 
did He teach it.” 


Do you know what I do when 
I get this kind of a letter? I get 
my concordance and topical text- 
book and go right at it, and I 
begin to preach more on the a- 
tonement than ever; and if I get 
into any town where they don’t 


| believe it, I preach it more than 


ever. The idea that Christ never 
taught it! If you will read the 
Gospels carefully you will find 
He didn’t teach anything else re- 
garding the way of salvation. 
Look at the beginning of His 
ministry, when He went down to 
be baptized of John in the Jordan. 
When He made His appearance, 
what did John say? “Behold the 
Lamb of God, which taketh away 
the sin of the world!” Bible stu- 
dents tell us that from the institu- 
tion of the Passover not less than 
quarter of a million lambs were 
Slain annually by the Jews for the 
Passover supper; yet you never 
find them spoken of as “lambs,” 
always “the lamb.” For fifteen 
hundred years God had been edu- 
cating the Jews up to that point, 
and when John burst upon the

Lamb of God, which taketh away 
the sin of the world.”

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VII. No Christianity Without the Bible 


Let us face the matter honestly and fairly: Christ Him- 
self stands or falls with the Bible. Christianity stands or 
falls with the Bible. There is no way of being saved except 
by taking the Bible at face value and its message as the au- 
thoritative Word of God. 


Many are abroad in the land today who would like to 
believe that they can have Christ without the Bible. They 
say they believe in Christ, but they do not believe the Bible 
is true. But if you follow the matter carefully and press 
men for the truth, you find that these men who claim to 
believe in Christ but not in the Bible do not believe in the 
Christ of Christianity, but in a Christ which they them- 
selves have manufactured. 


Dr. Nels F. S. Ferre, for example, says that he believes 
in the itcarnation, he believes in Christ, he even calls him- 
self an evangelical Christian, But when you follow his teach- 
ing very carefully, you find that he says Jesus was not en- 
tirely the Son of God, that Jesus is not deity. He says that 
Jesus was probably not born of a virgin. He says that Jesus 
was not sinless. He says that to worship Jesus is to keep 
one from worshiping God, and that both Christ-and the 
Bible are umbrellas which shut out the sun of God’s light 
when people believe the Bible or when they worship Jesus 

hrist! When the truth is known, no one truly honors 
Christ who does not honor the Bible. And nobody believes in 
Christ in the sense’ of historical Christianity who does not 
believe the Bible. 


A little thought will show this is inevitable. We have 
no record of Jesus Christ and what He did and what He 
said except in the Bible. The record of Josephus and the 
slight mention in other literature of the first century tells 
us nothing that could lead us to know Jesus Christ or to 
trust Him as Saviour. One who does not take what the 
Bible says about Jesus Christ as true, does not know any- 
thing about Jesus Christ. 

The simple truth is that the Old Testament very clearly 
foretold ahead of time the coming of the Saviour, and alk 
the Jews knew about the Messiah, which was promised. the 
son of Abraham, the son of David, the suffering servant of 
Isaiah 53, the prophet Moses talked about, the lamb of God 
pictured in all the animal sacrifices, the high priest pictured 
in the Jewish priesthood, the light of the world pictured in 
the golden candlestick in the tabernacle and temple, the 
bread of life pictured by the manna, by the shewbread and 
by offerings. And when the New Testament speaks of “the 
Christ,” it refers clearly and.unmistakably to the Christ or 
Messiah (Greek and Hebrew terms respectively) pictured 
in the Old Testament. 

One could not even know that Jesus claimed to die 
for the sins of the world unless he believed the Bible. One 
could not even know that Jesus claimed to be God in human 
form without believing the Bible. Men could not even know 
anything about the sermon on the mount or John 3:16 
unless they believe the Bible. One would have no clear state- 
ment of the universality of human sin and the Hell that 
unrepentant sinners go to or the Heaven where God in 
mercy will take those who trust Christ, without the Bible. 
There is no such thing as Christianity without the Bible. 
There is no Christ, no Saviour, no Son of God come*into 
the world unless it be as revealed in the Word of God. 

Any rejection of the Bible is a rejection of Jesus Christ. 

This is taught in II John, verses 7-11, as follows: 

“For many deceivers are entered into the world, who 
confess not that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh.-This is 
a deceiver and an antichrist. Look to yourselves, that we 
lose not those things which we have wrought, but that we 
receive a full reward. Whosoever transgr easeth, and abideth 
not in the doctrine of Christ, hath not God. He that abideth 
in the doctrine of Christ, he hath both the Father and the 
Son. If there come any unto you, and bring not this doc- 
trine, receive him not into your house, neither bid him God 
speed: For he that biddeth him God speed is partaker of 
his evil deeds.” 

Note in the above passage that “many deceivers are 


_ entered into the world.” These deceivers, false teachers, 
these people who would lead one away from God—what is — 


their error? They “confess not that Jesus Christ is come 
in the flesh.” 

Note the two names, Jesus and Christ. Jesus is the 
human name given at the Saviour’s birth, announced to 
Joseph by the angel. But Christ is the term meaning “the 
anointed,” referring to the one promised throughout the 
Old Testament Scriptures. So all the Jews understood the 
term even before Jesus came. And so they used it. And so

Folks often remark that. it 
doesn’t make any difference what 
you believe, just as long as you 
are sincere.

is still a fine word. Its warmth 
and fire have leaped across sec- 
tarian boundries. In times of re- 


vival and spiritual abundance this: 


is specially eWdent. “When ‘the 
harvest is at the full, the fences 
are invisible.” 


It is not enough, however, to 
claim one’s place under the evan- 
gelical banner. Nor is it enough 
to stand in the evangelical tradi- 
tion. There are unmistakable evi- 
dences which identify our heritage, 
and unless these repeat ‘themselves 
in our time we cannot rightly 
claim the word as descriptive. of 
ourselves. What are they then? 


1. Evangelicalism Is Characterized 
By Its Direct and Constant Appeal 
to the Authority of the Bible 


For us the Bible is the Word of 
God; this is no longer a focus of 
debate. It is fundamental to our 
discussions. We regard the Scrip- 
tures not only as sufficient, but 
as of supreme authority in matters 
of teaching and conduct. With the 
Wesleys we can say fervently, 


“O giwe me that book! At any 
price, give me the book of God.” 


This is the anchorage of our 
faith. We may admire great schol- 
ars,' and respect profound think- 
ers. We may do homage to all that 
theology has done for us. But our 
strength lies in the ordinary be- 
liever’s understanding of the plain 
meaning of the Bible. We are far 
less likely to be impressed or over- 
awed by an array of ecclesiastical 
brilliance than are those who have 
forsaken the historic faith. 


In the prevailing ‘ecumenical’ 
climate, for instance, evangelicals 
are discovering that the authority 
of Scripture is being gradually 
superseded by humanistic ideals. 
For this reason alone, if for no 
other, stedfast testimony to the 
supreme place of the Bible is be- 
coming increasingly necessary. 
While there is currently much talk 
of the ‘scandal’ of our divisions, 
I believe that the true scandal 
must be sought where the church 
has manifestly rejected the his- 
toric biblical faith, 


Our appeal to Scripture em- 
braces the right of “private judg- 
ment,” which, while fully recog- 
nizing its divine origin and author- 
ity, means the right to inquire, 
learn, and interpret, as individuals, 
without direction from popes or 
councils. 


Whatever else there is in the 
evangelical heritage—and there is 
much else—it begins at this point, 
with the Bible as the Word of God. 


2. Evangelicalism Is Distinguished 
By Its Joy in the Saving Virtue 
of the Cross of Christ 

“Out of the fullness of the heart 
the mouth speaketh,” and’ this 
theme is ever upon our lips, in our 
songs, our witness, and our preach- 
ing. 


“Ker since, by faith, I saw the 
streanr 
Thy flowing wounds supply, 


Redeeming love -has been my 
theme, 
And shall be till I die.”

When Carlyle walked with Em- 
erson over the hills of. Craigen- 
Puttock, he pointed to a spire in 
the distance and said, ‘‘Christ died 
on the tree, and that built Dun- 
score Kirk yonder.” For us that 
is the heart of the New Testa- 
ment message. Paul says he de- 
livered that message “‘first of all 
how that Christ died 
rose again... .” From that corn 
of wheat fallen into the ground 
has sprung a mighty harvest 
through the ages.

I. believe that on this point, 
namely the substitutionary death 
of Christ, in which was borne the 


must .be precise and unequivocal. 
If any man démurs at this we feel 
that he lacks in cardinal teaching. 
Once we forsake this doctrine for 
some lesser theory we Shall be 
shorn of power more quickly than 
Samson of his locks. 


3. The Evangelical Faith Holds to 
the Necessity of the Work of the 
Holy Spirit to Bring About Con- 
viction of Sin, Repentance, and 
: Saving Faith 

From this working, and by His 
agency, there comes to the be- 
lieving man a new and heavenly 
birth; and as a result of faith 


4 alone a man is justified before 


God. 


I am aware that volumes might 
be written on each of these great 
subjects. To attempt a summary 
of them within the compass of a 
few sentences gives an almost 
overpowering sense of restriction. 

Thus ‘far I have mentioned only 
matters of doctrine. But in prac- 
tice, too, there are marks which 
should clearly establish the iden- 
tity of the evangelical faith. Let 
me mention the most prominent of 
these, namely, 


4. The Priority Given to Preaching 
in the Propagation of the 
Evangelical Faith 

We believe that preaching ‘is 
the one divinely-ordained instru- 
ment of salvation to men. Hence 
in our services the sermon occu- 
pies the central place. In our time 
there is tremendous pressure be- 
ing put upon us to modify this 
practical emphasis. In some parts 
of the world, where churches are 
doctrinally sound, trifles are chok- 
ing the life out of true preaching, 
and the whole church is suffering 
from malnutrition as a_ result. 
Evangelicals will have to be on 
their guard to preserve this hon- 
oured and scriptural method. We 
are in danger of losing much by 
expecting our ministers to be good 
organisers, good mixers, capable 
money-raisers,—everything but 
that for which God gave them to 
us, namely preachers of righteous- 
ness. 


Now to ask our second major 
question: 


II. Does the Evangelical 
Faith Matter? 


Is it of any great importance? 
When Paul was arraigned before 
the pro-consul Gallio to answer 
for his teaching, Gallio said blunt- 
ly, “O ye Jews if it be a 
question of words and names, and 
of your law, look ye to it: for I 
vill be no judge of such matters. 
And he drave them from the judg- 
ment seat” (Acts. 18:15). 


To him this was a quibble about 
terms. He was mistaken, of course, 
and ignorant. But there are many 
Gallios today ready to dismiss ser- 
ious doctrinal matters as if all 
such debate was mere quibbling 
and theological hair-splitting. Now 
we know that such hair-splitting 
does in fact take place, and that 
in some quarters it has led to 
bitter and uncharitable criticism. 
We deplore such attitudes, which 
are clearly contrary to New Test- 
ament standards. But let us be 
sure that we deplore just as much 
the attitude of laissez faire, of 
amiable tolerance, which gives the 
impression that these are matters 
not important enough to warrant 
argument. We look in vain among 
the apostolic writings for such 
benevolent indifference. On the 
contrary we gain the impression 
that the faith was something to 


merit earnest and devout enquiry. 


penalty of our sin, evangelicals | 


Not a Matter of Tradition 
To preserve the evangelical heri- 


tage because. of loyalty to tradition 
is of doubtful value. A traditional 


standpoint may be noble, but it 
may also be a stubborn hindrance. 
The Christian church is not a 
museum. It is not a guardian of 
venerable objects which have no 
further present use. If our herit- 
age is worth preserving it must be 
because it has a present and living 
value, a dynamic for our time; 
above all, because it has divine 
authority and_ sanction. 


Face It: There Is No Other Way! 


If the Scriptures allowed us 


latitude on this point, we mightye-thoe 


be justified in minimising the ab- 
solute distinctiveness of the evan- 
gelical faith. But its solemn words 
exclude all other claims. ‘““Though 
we, or an angel from heaven, 
preach any other gospel unto you 
... let him be accursed.’ Perhaps 
you have felt the ‘intolerance’ of 
such words. 

Heré lies one of our continual 
temptations, to yield to the taunt 
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One Leg, or Two? 


A one-legged schoolteacher 
from Seotland came to J. Hud- 
son Taylor to offer himself for 
service in China. 

“Why do you, with one leg, 
think of going as a mission- 
ary?” asked Taylor. 

“T do not see those with two 
legs going, so I must,’’ replied 
George Scott. 

He was accepted. 
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flung at us, “You think you are 
the only ones in the right.’ The 
fear of being thought bigoted can 
be very real; the more so since 
bigotry undoubtedly plays a large 
part in religious fanaticism. And 
none of us likes to be called a 
fanatic. Yet we must resist that 
fear. We must take the risk and 
hope by Christlikeness and meek- 
ness to persuade others that there 
is a distinction between evangeli- 
cal conviction and stubborn big- 
otry. 


This Faith the Foundation of All 
Blessing 


The evangelical faith matters, 
because every notable revival in 
the church’s history has sprung 
from it, and has resulted in a re- 
turn to it. God’s blessing is not 
arbitrary. His outpourings of bless- 
ing are related to certain scrip- 
tural conditions. Preaching the 
Word is one of them. If that 
preaching becomes the propaga- 
tion of human cleverness then we 
are utterly undone. Then our mes- 
sage may well charm the ears of! 
the modern Greeks, and it may 
find favor with many in high 
places, but as an instrument of 
conviction and revival it will be a 
blunted arrow. 

So much for the question, Does 
it matter? I believe it does, and 
we must surely suspect the quality 
of an evangelicalism, so-called, 
which takes no trouble to maintain 
its purity. 


Ill. How Are We to Maintain 
This Evangelical Witness? 
What methods are we to em- 

ploy? What pitfalls. must we 

avoid? : 


1. We Must Continue to Seek the 


Active Co-operation of All Who}. 


Have Essentially the Same Pur- 
| pose At Heart — 

If we do not do this out oi 
Christian love and sympathy, then 
the pressure of sinister world 
forces may compel us. We must 
join hands with. God’s true chil- 
dren everywhere in the primary 
concerns of the church. In any 
sort of isolation there are special 
dangers. These we can avoid.

2. We Should Contend Without 
Being Contentious 


have been often confused. Prin- 
ciple is one thing. Argumentative- 
ness is another. Strife and con- 
tention which are animated by a 
pugnacious spirit—these things we 
must avoid as foreign to our way. 
“Let this mind be in you, which 
was also in Christ Jesus.” When 
contending for principle it is not 
easy to do so without strong feel- 
ing, even anger, especially if the 
thing defended is dear to a man’s 
heart. 

It takes rare grace to blend 
courage with meekness. Our Lord 
supreme exemplar in this. 
The faith has often been defended 
in such a boastful and bellicose 
fashion that it becomes a clash 
of personalities. Such bitter dis- 
plays do harm in estranging some 
who share our deep convictions. 
Was it John Wesley who prayed, 
“Lord, if I must contend, let it not 
be with Thy people’? Perhaps that 
prayer was not answered as he 
wished it, nor was it possibly an 
altogether wise request, but its 
spirit is at least right. If we must 
enter into  controversy—and |] 
think it unavoidable—then let it 
be with restraint and meekness, 
remembering whom we represent. 


3. We Must Maintain the Faith 


By Teaching It 


This is elementary, you will say. 
In theory, yes. But in practice one 
notices a tendency to be impatient 
with thoughtful expository preach- 
ing. Perhaps our age hasn’t the 
time to listen. We want - our 
preachers to be “brief, bright and 
brotherly,” with the stress on 
brevity. No matter so much what 
he says, so long as it is said well 
and said quickly; and so long as it 
takes a minimum of thought to 
follow. Such is the popular de- 
mand for this type of preaching 
that it has virtually crowded out 
the more necessary, patient teach- 
ing of the Word. Preachers vie 
with each other to gain a hearing 
for snippets and catching topics. 
How far this is from the apostolic 
method! 

Timothy was told to “exhort 
with all longsuffering and doc- 
trine.” One notices that longsuf- 
fering there is a pastoral virtue. 
The impression we have is that the 
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Unfortunately these two things | 


hearers have mostly claimed 
for themselves. 


4. We Cannot Maintain a Pure 
Faith Without Exposing Error 
The onus of proof is a serious one, 

and should never be lightty under- 

taken. But here again we have to 
disregard the modern cry, “Let’s 
be positive,” and, “Why be nega- 
tive?” Our Lord was .often “nega- 
tive.” So were the apostles at 
times. Whoever can read the New 

Testament without seeing § this 

must surely be culpably blind. 
No one would pretend that the

Our God-Breathed Book

John uses the term here. And one who “confesses not that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh” is one who did not believe 
that the Christ prophesied in the Old Testament had come. 
They did not believe that He was born of a virgin as it was 
foretold that Christ would be in Isaiah 7:14. They did not 
believe He would die for man’s sins as Isaiah 53 plainly 
taught. They did not believe He was the Son of God as the 
Second Psalm claimed. They did not believe that Jesus rose 
from the dead as Psalm 16:9, 10 clearly prophesied. Those 
who denied that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh denied that 
the Scriptures about His coming were fulfilled. 

Such would not necessarily deny that there was a man 
named Jesus Christ, a prophet, a preacher, a teacher. But 
they denied that the Jesus Christ of the Old Testament, the 
Jehovah, the I AM of the Bible had come in the flesh, in- 
carnate as a man. You see, any denial of Christ is a denial 
of the Bible. | 

So II John, verse 9, says, “Whosoever transgresseth, 
and abideth not in the doctrine of Christ, hath not God. 
He that abideth in the doctrine of Christ, he hath both the 
Father and the Son.” 

Here the Scripture says that one who does not abide 
in the Bible teaching or doctrine of Jesus Christ, does not 
have God, that is, he is unconverted. Any one who denies 
what the Bible teaches about the person and work of Jesus 
Christ, that is, His virgin birth, His deity, His blood atone- 
ment as a substitutionary sacrifice on.the cross, His resur- 
rection from the dead—one who denies these great facts 
about Christ as taught in the Bible “hath not God.” But 
one who does abide steadfastly in the Bible teaching (the 
doctrine) of Christ has both the Father and the Son. 


You. see, any heresy about the infallible inspiration of 
the Bible is a heresy about Christ. And one cannot be saved 
who does not believe the Bible doctrine about Christ. 


Those who talk of Christ and yet say it does not mat- 
ter whether He was born of a virgin or not, simply are not 
converted, are not saved. We know that because they do not 
abide in the doctrine of Christ, so the Scripture says. 


In John, chapter 8, Jesus spoke to the Pharisees and 
here also He made the Bible doctrine about Christ essential 
to salvation. There we are told: 


“And he said unto them, Ye are from beneath; I am 
from above: ye are of this world; I am not of this world. 
I said therefore unto you, that ye shall die in your sins: 
for if ye believe not that I am he, ye shall die in your sins.” 
—John 8:25, 24, 

Here Jesus sums up the teaching of His deity. Men are 
from beneath, Christ is from above. Other men are from 
this world, Jesus is not of this world. And then He says, 
“For if ye believe not that I am he, ye shall die in your sins.” 


However, the word he_is not in the Greek New Testa- - 


ment. It is in italics to show that. What Jesus really said 
was,. “For if ye believe not that I AM, ye shall die in your 
sins.” Here Jesus refers to the Old Testament name of 
God given to Moses in Exodus 3:14. “And God said unto 
Moses, I AM THAT I AM: and he said, Thus shalt thou 
say unto the children of Israel, I AM hath sent me unto 
you.” And Jesus, claiming to be the Jehovah of the Old 
Testament, the creator, God in human form, says to these 
Pharisees, “For if ye believe not that I AM, ye shall die 
in your sins.” 

In other words, one cannot have Christ without having 
the doctrine of Christ. 


You might be wrong on other doctrines, on other teach- 
ings of the Bible, and be a Christian. But you cannot be a 
Christian and be wrong on the Bible doctrine of Jesus 
Christ, who He is and what He did. One who does not be- 
lieve in the virgin birth, in the absolute deity, in the blood 
atonement, the bodily resurrection of Jesus Christ, is simply 
not a Christian. If one does not believe in the Bible teach- 
ing about Jesus, he simply is not saved. No, Jesus said, “Ye 
shall die in your sins,” 


One cannot be saved without believing the Bible, par- 
ticularly in the essential matters about Jesus Christ Himself. 


But if one accepts what the Bible teaches about Jesus, 
that He is very God, that He was born of a virgin, that He 
was sinless and perfect, that He died for man’s sins on the 
cross, that He arose bodily from the grave, that He is com- 
ing again—if one believes that about Jesus, then he believes 
in the inspiration of the Bible! 

No one can believe what the Bible says about Jesus, 
without taking the word of Jesus that the Bible is true! 
There is no way to accept Jesus as what He claimed to be 
without accepting what Jesus said about the Scriptures! 
In other words, any wholehearted acceptance of Jesus Christ 
takes His authority for the infallibility of the Scriptures. 

Some befuddled people who have not thought things 
through and who do not quite know what they believe, may 
have questions and doubts without necessarily rejecting 
Christ. But any one who knowingly and intentionally turns 


-against the Bible as the Word of God and thus rejects the 


Word of God, rejects Jesus Christ at the same time. Christ 
and the Bible stand or fall together. 


Let every Christian, then, face this matter squarely. 
If you take Christ, you take the Bible. And any man who 
denies the inspiration of the Bible will soon be denying the 
virgin birth or the atoning death of Christ or the infallible 
knowledge of Jesus Christ or some other essential fact about 
Christ. The man who is an enemy of the Bible is the enemy 
of Jesus Christ and Christians should beware and mark 
as false teachers all those who deny the virgin birth, the 
bodily resurrection, the sinlessness of Jesus or His sub- 
stitutionary death on the cross. 

One who makes the Bible or any part of the Bible a 
he, makes a liar of Jesus Christ who calls it His Word and 
who has guaranteed that it would never pass away. Jesus 
quoted and believed the Bible and put His approval and 
cuarantee upon its authenticity and authority. 

Oh, this wonderful Word of God! What a treasure we 
have that we have this revelation from God. We can know 
the mind of God, know the way to salvation and peace. We 
can know what God wants us to do. We can have the bless- 
ings He offers us in this precious Word of God. The friend 
of the Bible is a friend of Christ. The critic of the Bible ‘is 
the critic of Jesus Christ. “One who does not abide in the 
doctrine of Christ hath not God. One who does not believe 
what the Bible says about Jesus as the I AM, shall die in his 
sins. No preacher is fit to be heard as a man of God who does 
not believe implicitly in the whole Word of God.

on His way to Capernaum, and 
He said to His disciples—you will 
find it in the 9th chapter of Mark 
and the 3lst verse—“The Son of 
man is delivered into the hands of 
men, and they shall kill him; and 
after that he is killed he shall 
rise the third day. But they un- 
derstood not that saying, and 
were afraid to ask him.” That 
was a year before His death. 


Then in the 10th chapter of 
Mark and the 32nd verse it says, 
“And they were in the way go- 
ing up to Jerusalem; and Jesus 
went before them: and they were 
amazed, and as they followed, they 
were afraid. And he took again 
the twelve, and began to tell them 
what things should happen unto 
him, saying, Behold we go up to 
Jerusalem; and the Son of man 
shall be delivered unto the chief 
priests, and unto the scribes, and 
they shall condemn him to death, 
and shall deliver him to the Gen- 
tiles; and they shalf mock him, 
and shall scourge him, and shall 


“spit upon him, and shall kill him; 


and the third day he shall rise 
again.” That doesn’t look as if 
He died as a martyr, as if He 
didn’t come into the world ex- 
pecting to die for a special pur- 
pose. 

Mark, too, the account of the 
transfiguration. ‘That was. the 
most important council ever held 
on earth. ‘There were present 
Moses, the great law-giver, and 
Elijah, the great prophet, and 
Peter, James and Jonn who be- 
came the founders of the new 
church and the new dispensation, 
and Jesus, the Son of God, and 
God the Father. Mark and Mat- 


thew leave us in darkness; they 
don’t tell us what they talked 
about, but Luke does. He says 


they spoke of ‘‘his decease which 
he should accomplish at Jerusa- 
lem.” That was the theme that 
interested Heaven, and I believe 
it is the most important thing to 
discuss in this world: what Jesus 
Christ came into this world to 


do, what He suffered, how He 
suffered, and what He _ suffered 
for. 


Not a Martyr 


Now I want to repudiate the 
statement that He died as a 
martyr. People say He laid down 
certain principles that finally took 
Him to the cross; that the cross 
was an accident, He couldn't help 
it, and He died as a martyr to 
His principles. Not a word of 
truth in it! Christ never died as 
a martyr, and the Bible doesn't 
say it anywhere. He laid His life 
down voluntarily. Do you want 
proof of it? Hear His own words: 


“I lay down my life that I 
might take it again. No man tak- 
eth it from me, but I lay it down 
of myself. I have power to lay 
it down, and I have vower to take 
it again.” Jesus Christ could have 
gone up on the other side of the 
cross just as well as this side. The 
law had no claim on Him. If He 
had broken the law, He would 
have had to die for His own sin, 
but He was a Lamb without spot 


or without blemish, and He died 
as our. substitute voluntarily. 
That is the teaching of Jesus 
Christ. 


When Peter drew his sword and 
cut off the servant’s ear, the Lord 
rebuked him, and said He could 
call twelve legions of angels if it 
was necessary. One angel came 
and slew 85,000 men; what would 
72,000 do? Do you think they had 
power to arrest the Son of God? 
Do you think they had power 
to take Him to Calvary and 
to. His cross? With one wave of 
His hand, He could send them to 
perdition, the whole of them. All 
Rome, Hell. and earth combined 
couldn’t take the life of the Son 
of God. “I lay down my life, and 
I take it up again.” He voluntarily 
gave Himself up. He died as your 
substitute and mine, and that is 
my hope of Heaven. I haven't 
any other hope; I don’t want any 
other. When people accuse me of 
preaching 2n old Gospel, I thank 
God and take it as a compliment. 
I do preach an old Gospel. It is 
6,000 years old. The Gospel I 
preach goes back there to Eden. 

The 26th of Matthew, 28th 
verse: “For this is my blood of 
the new testament, which is shed

for many for the remission of 
sins.’’ Only two of the evangelists 
record Christ’s birth, but all four 
of them speak of His death and 
sufferings. Mark says, in the 14th 
chapter and the 24th verse: “And 
he said unto them, This is my 
blood of the new testament, which 
is shed for many.” Luke 22:20: 
“This cup is the new testament in 
my blood, which is shed for you.” 


Then after He  had_ passed 
through the grave and had risen 
on the resurrection morn, it says 
in the 24th of Luke and the 26th 
verse: “Ought not Christ to have 
suffered these things, and to have 
entered into his glory? And be- 
ginning at Moses and all the pro- 
phets, he expounded unto them in 
all the seriptures the things con- 
cerning himself.” It says in an- 
other place He quoted from the 
Psalms how He was to suffer and 
how He was to die. 


Redeemed With Blood 

In 1 Peter 1:18, we read: ‘“For- 
asmuch as ye know that ye were 
not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from 
your vain conversation, received 
by tradition from your fathers, 
but with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb. without 
Dlemish and without spot.” 

Silver and gold could not re- 
deem our souls. As I have tried 
to show, life had been forfeited. 
Death had come into the world 
by sin, and nothing but blood 
could atone for the soul, There- 
fore, says Peter, “You are not re- 
deemed.with silver and gold.” If 
gold and silver could have 
deemed us, do you not think that 
God would have created millions 
of worlds full of goitd? It would 
have been an easy matter for 
Him. But we are not redeemed by 
such..corruptible things, but. by 
the precious blood of Christ. Re- 
demption means “buying back’ 
we had sold ourselves for nought,

and Christ redeemed us_ and 
bought us back. 

“How can I be saved?” do you 
ask. Accept the Redec mer, the 


Lord Jesus Christ, and rest on His 
work. When Christ on 
Calvary said, “It is finished,” it 
was the shout of a conqueror. He 
had come to redeem the world, 
and now He had done it—done it 
without money! And His cry to 
the world comes ringing down the 
ages—“Ho, every one that thirst- 
eth, come ye to the waters; and 
he that hath no money, come ye, 
buy and eat; yea, come, buy wine 
and milk without money and 
without price.” 

A few years ago I was going 
with a friend to preach one Sun- 
day morning, when a young man 
drove up in front of us. He had 
an aged woman with him. “Who 
is that young man?” I asked. 

“Do you see that beautiful 
meadow?” said my friend, “and 
that land there with the house 
upon it?”

“This makes me think of the 
words of God. God caused Jesus, 
who Himself knew nothing of sin, 
actually to be sin for our sakes, 
so that in Jesus we might be made 
good with the goodness of God.” 


We pulled up at that moment 
outside the hospital. Kefa ran off 
to see that everything was ready 
in the theatre, while I watched 
Simba being carried through the 
hospital door, and being laid on 
the bed where some years before 
I had seen him lie after his thigh 
and his shoulder had been torn 
by the lion, I thought of how a 
blood transfusion in those days, 
by an African Christian girl, had 
meant all the difference between 
life and death. I thought of how 
she had said to me: 

“Bwana, if Jesus loved me 
enough to die that I might have 
the life that goes on and on with- 
out finish, surely I could give a 
pint of blood to save a man’s ordi- 
nary life.” 

My mind went back to the time 
when in this very room the hun- 
ter, Simba, who lay there now un- 
conscious, had come back from 
the gates of death to ordinary life 
and had discovered the way to the 
life that is eternal. The blood 
transfusion had been the picture 
to him of how new life came from 
God to man. I remembered sit- 
ting out underneath the pome- 
granate tree and explaining to 
him. that Jesus was the visible 
way that God the invisible One 
could be understood. 

There was something now of 
the same appearance .about the 
African as he lay ‘there: the 
ereenish tinge in his skin, his lips 
parted dryly and his obvious dif- 
ficulty in breathing. I looked out 
across the plain and away there 
to the north was the place where 
he had fought with the lion, and 
where the claws of the king of 


beasts had been: strong and cruel, 


and damaging. Then JI _ looked 
across at the village of M’bovu, 
where there was nothing of the 
straightforwaradness of a lion, but 
a sinister, furtive, danger-spot, 
bristling with opposition. 


Kefa was. at my. shoulder, 
“Bwana, what instruments will 
you want?” 


Carefully I went over with him 
what we would need. I pointed 
out a syringe with a long needle. 
“Bring the penicillin. Behold, in 
this way we will bring discomfort 
to the germs that are at the mo- 


ment rejoicing in his chest, the 
dudus that cling to the barbs 
of that arrow.” 


“Hongo,” 
3wana, 


said Kefa, “behold, 
we have this medicine of 


ereat strength, while Ng’oma 
over there puts the horn of a 


ram or a goat on the heads of 
people and produces things that 
aren’t there. Heh, surely ours is 
wisdom.” 

“Heh, and ours is the way that 
brings life.” 

Minutes later the stretcher was 
being carried to our jungle opera- 
ting theatre. Perisi behind me 
spoke very much more slowly 
than usual, hiding her emotion. 


“Bwana, do you think he'll be 
all right?” 

“Heheeh, I think so. While I 
work, though, you pray. The work 
will not be easy, but it can. be 
done safely, and aiso the germs 
within him which could produce 
death, they will be controlled with 
the medicine, penicillin. In this 
next hour, Perisi, think of the 
peace of God, which keeps our 
hearts. Ask Him to keep your 
heart and my hands,” 

The African girl nodded, her 
eyes dimmed with tears as she 
turned away. Thirty-five minutes 
later I removed from between his 
ribs a barbed head and two inches 
of broken shaft of arrow. Half an 
inch further up and Simba must 
have died with his heart torn by 
this ugly weapon. 

Samson’s _ voice, 
strong, broke the 
theatre. 

“Bwana, do you realize he must 
have been stabbed from behind?”

of Christ will be worth more than 
all the kingdoms of the world. 
Suppose you were going down 
to death’s gates tonight, going 
down to the brink of the Jordan, 
without any hope in Christ. Sup- 
pose you were a_ millionaire, 
what would your millions be worth 
then? The blood of Christ would 
be worth more to you than all 
the silver and gold in the world. 


Two Cries 

The blood has two cries: it 
cries either for my condemnation 
(or if you will allow me to use 
a stronger word, for my damna- 
tion), or for my salvation. If I re- 
ject the blood of Christ it -cries 
out for my condemnation; if I 
accept, it cries out for pardon and 
peace. The blood of Abel cried out 
against his brother Cain. So it 
was in the days of Christ. 

When Pilate had Christ on his 
hands, he said to the Jews, ‘‘What 
shall I do with him?” They cried 
out, “Away with him! crucify 
him!”’”. And when he asked which 
one he should release, Barabbas 
or Christ, they cried out, “Barab- 
bas!’ Then when he asked again, 
“What shall I then do with him?” 
a universal shout went up from 
Jerusalem, ‘Let him be crucified! 
Away with him! We do not want 
him.” Pilate turned and washed 
his hands, and said, “I am inno- 
cent of this just man’s blood,” 
and they cried, “His blood be on 
us and on our children. We shall 
take the responsibility of it. We 
endorse the act. Crucify him, and 
let his blood be on us and on our 
children.’ 

Would to God that there might 
be a cry going up, “Let. His blood 
be on us to save, not to condemn.” 


Peace Through the Blood 


Turn now to Colossians 1:20: 
“Having made peace through the 
blood of his cross;’” I can tell you 
there is no peace in the world. 
There are many rich men, many 
great men in the world, who have 
got no peace. No; I have never 
seen a man who knew what peace 
was until he got it at Calvary. 
“Being justified by faith, we have 
peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ” (Rom. 5:1). Sin 
covered—that brings“peace. There 
is no peace for the wicked; they 
are like the troubled sea that can- 
not. ut. Calvary is the place to 
find peace—peace for the past and 
grace for the preSent. 

But there is something better 


still: “And rejoice in hope of the 
glory of God.” Some people think 
that when they get to Calvary 


they have got the best; but there 
is something better in store— 
glory! I do not know how near it 
may be to us; it’ may be that 


some of us will be ushered very 
soon into the presence of the 
King. One gaze at Him will. be 
enough to reward us for all we 
have had to bear. Yes, there is 
peace for the past, grace for the 
present; and glory for the future. 


These are three things that every 
child of God ought to have. When 
the angels came bringing the Gos- 
pel, they proclaimed, “Glory to 
God, peace on earth, and good will 
towards men.” That is what the 
blood brings—sin covered and 
taken away, veace for the past, 
grace for the present, and glory 
for the future. 

Would you now turn to John 
19:34: “But one of the soldiers 
with a spear pierced his side, and 
forthwith came there out. blood 
and water.” 

You know that in Zechariah it 
was foretold that there should be 
opened in the house of David 
a fountain for. sin and for un- 
cleanness. Now we have it opened. 
The Son of God has been pierced 
by that Roman soldier's spear. It 
seems to me that that was the 
crowning act of earth and Hel!l— 
the crowning act of sin. Look at 
that Roman soldier as he pushed 
his spear into the very heart of 
the God-man. What a_ hellish 
deed! But what took place? Blood 
overed the spear! Oh, thank God, 
the blood covers sin! 

A usurper has got this world 
now, but Christ will have it soon. 
The time of our redemption draw- 
eth nigh. A little more suffering, 
and He returns: to set up His 
kingdom and. reign upon. the 
earth. He will rend the heavens, 
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and His voice will be heard again. 
He will descend from Heaven with 
a shout. He will sway Elis sceptre 
from the river to the ends of the 
earth. The thorn and the briar 
shall be swept away, and the wil- 
derness shall rejoice. Let us re- 
joice also. We shall see better 
days. The dreary darkness and sin 
that sweep along our earth shall 
be done away with, the dark 
waves of death and hell shall be 
beaten back. Oh, let us pray to 
the Lord to hasten His coming! 


Would you now turn to Romans 
3:24: “Being justified freely by 
his grace, through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus.” 

What God does, He does freely 
because He loves to do it. Mark 
these words, “Through the re- 
demption that is in Christ Jesus.” 
Then in the 5th chapter, 9th 
verse, we read, “Much more then,

being now justified by his blood; 
we shall be saved from wrath 
through him.” The sinner is justi- 
fied with God by His- 


Son, ; 


Justified means just as 
had never committed sin. What 
a wonderfat thing; not one sin 
against him! It is as if he owed 
someone a debt, and when he 
went to pay it, was told: ‘““There 
is nothing against you; it is all 
settled.” 

“Why,” he would say, “how is 
that? I got some things from you 
not long ago, and 1 want to pay 
the bill.” 


“There is nothing against you.” 


“But I am sure I got some- 
thing here.” 

“There is nothing against you in 
my ledger; some one has come 
and paid it.” 

That is substitution. Now I 
know who paid my spiritual debts. 
It was the Lord Jesus Christ. God 
looks at His ledger, and there is 
nothing against us. Christ was 
raised up for our justification. It 
is a good deal better to be justi- 
fied than. pardoned. 

Suppose I was 
Stealing $1,000, tried and found 
guilty; but suppose the judge 
had mercy on me and pardoned 
me, I would come out of prison, 
but it would be with my head 
down. I had been found guilty, I 
could never face the world again. 
But suppose I was accused of 
stealing and it could not be prov- 
en, and when the case came on, 
it was found I had not done any- 
thing of the kind; then I would 
be justified. It would make all the 
difference in the world. Now God 
justifies us by the blood of His 
Son, That is what the blood does 
—sin covered, put out of the way, 
and nothing against us. Is not 
that good news? 

Revelation 1:5: “Unto him that 
loved us and washed us from our 
sins in his own blood.” There are 
a great many people who wish to 
be saved, but who think they can- 
not be saved uhtil they get a lit- 
tle better. If you are going to wait 
till you get rid of your sins, you 
will never be saved. You cannot 
get rid of one sin. Instead of get- 
ting better you will get worse. 
But thanks be to God, He loves 
us even in our sins, even before 
He saves us from our sins. “He 
loved us and washed us from our 
sins in his own blood.” Loved us 
first, then washed us. If we at- 
tempt to wash ourselves we will 
make wretched work of it. The 
blood will cover it all up if we 
only trust ourselves to Christ. 
Who shall lay anything to the 
charge of God's elect? If He has 
justified me it is enough. 
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matchless }, 
grace through the blood of his. 


Christ; it will never get worn out. 
Then there is— 


‘Just as I am, without one plea, 
But that Thy blood was shed for 
' me, 


if he And that Thou bidgt me come to 


Thee 
O Lamb, of God, y come,’ 


That is another hymn that will 
live; you will never tire of it. 
It will be sung on and on, as long 
as the church is on earth. I tell 
you why these are so precious; 
it is because they tell us about 
the blood. 

Look at Hebrews 9:22: ‘And 
without shedding of blood is no 
remission.” I would like to ask 
those men who do not believe in 
the blood, What are you going 
to do with your sins? Would you 
insult the Almighty by offering 
Him the fruit of your body to 
atone for them? Can a man atone 
for sin? If there is. a scoffer here, 
a man who makes light of the 
blood, I want to know what he 
is going to do? 

A gentleman once’ came to me 
and said, “If you are right, I am 
wrong; and if I am right, you ere 
wrong.” 

I saw he was a minister, and I 
said, “Well, I never heard you 
preach; if you have heard me vou 
can tell what the difference is. 
Where do we differ?” 

“Well, you preach the death of 
Christ; I preach His life. I tell 
people His death has nothing to 
do with their salvation: you tell 
them His life has nothing to do 
with it, and that His death only 
will save them, I do not believe 
a word of it.” 

“Well,” I said, “what do you do 
with this passage, ‘Who his own 
self bare our sins in his own body 
on the tree’?” 

“Well, I have never preached 
on that text.” 

“What do you do with this, 
then, ‘Ye are not redeemed with 
corruptible things as silver and 
gold, but with the precious blood 
of Christ’?” 

“IT have never preached on that 
text either,” was the reply. 

“Well, what do you do with 
this, ‘Without shedding of blood 
there is no remission’?” 

“T have never spoken on that,” 
he said. 

“What do you do with this, ‘He 
was wounded for our transgres- 
sions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities, the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him’?” 

“T have never preached on that 
either.” 

“What do you preach, then?” I 
asked. 

He hesitated for a little, and 
then said, “I preach moral es- 
Says.” 

“You leave out the atonement?” 
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“Well,” I said, “it would all be 
a sham to me if I did that; I 
could not understand it. I would 
be away home tomorrow, I would 
not know what to preach. Moral 
essays on Christ without His 
death!” 


The young man said, “Well, it 
does seem a sham sometimes.” 

He was honest enough to con- 
fess that. Why, the whole thing is 
a myth without the atonement. 
The crucifixion of Christ is the 
foundation of the whole matter. 
If a man is unsound on the blood, 
he is unsound in_ everything. 
“Without shedding of blood is no 
remission,”’ 


Turn now to Hebrews 10:11. 
Hebrews is full of the blood. “And 
every priest standeth daily min- 
istering and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can 
never take away sins. But this 
man’—what Man? the Man 
Christ Jesus—‘after he had of- 
fered one sacrifice for sins, for- 
ever sat down on the right hand 
of God.” One sacrifice for sins 
forever! He has offered as a sac- 
rifice Himself. You need no lambs 
now, no bullocks now. The High 
Priest has offered Himself. The 
high priest of old could not take 
his seat; his work was never done. 
But our great High Priest went 
up on high, and took His seat on 
the right hand of the Father’s 
throne; the work is done. “It is 
finished,” He said. All the types 
and shadows are fulfilled in Him, 
and now they have vanished away. 

I believe if a man could get to 
Heaven without the blood of 
Christ, he would not be happy 


there. He could not join in the 


great song that is sung around 
the throne; he could not sing the 
song of Moses and the Lamb; he 
could not say he was redeemed by 


the blood of the Lamb. You would. 


see him away in some corner, out 
of tune with the. rest; he would 
not be in harmony with them, 
and would not wish to stay there. 
But he could not get there. The 
only way is by the new and living 
way that Christ opened. 

Turn back again to Hebrews 
10:19: “Having, therefore, breth- 
ren, boldness to enter into -the 
holiest by the blood of Jesus, by 
a new and living way which he 
hath consecrated for us, through 
the veil, that is to say, his flesh.” 
Those Jews, before Christ died, 
had to have the high priest in- 
tercede for them. He used to go 
in once a year into the holy of 
holies with blood to make inier- 
cession; but since Christ, our 
great High Priest, came, we do 
not need any Aaron to intercede 
for us. When-~ Christ died, He 
opened a new and living way. He 
made us all kings and priests. 

It is said that the veil that was 
rent was His flesh. When He cried 
on the cross, “It is finished,” the 
veil of the temple was rent in 
twain. God seized it with His right 
hand and tore it away. No veil 
between God and man now! We 
need no one to intercede for us 
now. Christ has died, yea, is risen 
again. Yes, we are all kings and 
priests now; we can go straight 
to the holy of holies ourselves. 
We need no man to intercede for 
our souls. The moment a man is 
saved by the blood he becomes a 
king and a priest. God calls him 
“My Son.” He is an heir of Hea- 
ven and of glory. He is redeemed 
by the blood; he is made nigh by 
the blood. He gets victory over 
the world, the flesh, and the De- 
vil, by the blood. 

There is a very solemn verse in 
Hebrews 10:28. “He that despised 
Moses’ law died without mercy 
under two or three witnesses; of 
how much sorer punishment, sup- 
pose ye, shall he be_ thought 
worthy, who hath trodden under 
foot the Son of God, and hath 
counted the blood of the covenant 
wherewith he was. sanctified an 
unholy thing, and hath done de- 
spite unto the Spirit of grace?”’ 
If a man despised Moses’ law, 
they led him out and stoned him 
to. death. Sinner, let me ask you, 
What are you going to do with 
the blood of God’s only Son? I 
tell you it is a terrible thing to 
make light of the blood, to laugh 
and ridicule the doctrine of the 
blood. I would rather fall dead 
on this platform than do such a 
thing. It makes my heart shud- 
der when I hear men speak light- 
ly of it. 

Some time ago a very solemn 
thought came stealing over me, 
and made a deep impression on 
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«7 mind. The only thing that 


‘Christ left of His body on the 


earth was His blood. His flesh and 
bones He took away, but when He 
went up on high, He left His 
blood down here. What are you 
going to do with the blood? Are 
you going to make light. of it and 
trample on it? May God give us 
all a glimpse of Christ crucified! 


Revelation is full of the doc- 
trine of the blood. ‘‘They over- 
came by the blood of the Lamb 
and the word of their testimony.” 
That is the only way to overcome 
the Devil, the lion of Hell—by the 
blood of the Lamb. He knows that 
the moment a poor sinner flees 
to the blood he is beyond his 
reach. 


As I have traveled up and down 
Christendom I have found out 
that a minister who gives a clear 
sound upon this doctrine is suc- 
cessful. A man who covers up the 
cross, though he may be an in- 
tellectual man, and draw large 
crowds, will have no life there, 
and his church will be but a gild- 
ed sepulchre. Those who preach 
the doctrine of the cross, and hold 
up Christ as the sinner’s only 
hope of Heaven, and as the sin- 
ner’s only substitute, who make 
much of the blood, God honors. 
souls are always saved in the 
church where the blood of Christ 
is preached 


May God help us to make much 
of the blood of His Son. It cost 
God so much to give us His Son, 


and shall we try to keep Him 


from the world which is perish- 
ing from the want of Him? The 
world can get along without us, 
but not without Christ. Let us 
preach Christ in season and out 
of season. Let us: go to the sick 
and dying, and hold up the Sav- 
iour who came to seek and save 
them—-Wwho died to redeem them. 
“They overcame by the blood of 
the Lamb and the word of their 
testimony.” 


Once more, in Revelation 7:14. 
“These are they which came out 
of great tribulation, and have 
washed their robes and made 
them white in the blocd of the 
Lamb.” Sinner, how are you go- 
ing to get your robes clean if you 
do not get them washed in the 
blood of the Lamb? How are you 
going to wash them? Can you 
make them clean? 

I pray that at last we may all 
get back to the paradise above. 
There they are singing the sweet 
song of redemption. May it be 
the happy lot’ of each of us to 
join them. It will be a few years 
at the longest before we shall be 
there to sing the sweet song of 
Moses and the Lamb. But if you 
die without Christ, without hope, 
and without God, where will you 
be? O sinner, be wise; do not 
make light of the blood. 

An aged minister of the Gospel, 
on his dying bed, said: “Bring me 
the. Bible.” 

Putting his finger upon the 
verse, “The blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin,” 
he said, “I die in the hope of this 
verse.” 

It was not his fifty years’ 
preaching, but the blood of Christ. 
May God grant that when we 
come at last to stand before the 
great white throne, our robes may 
be washed in the cleansing blood 
of Christ!
